Frank that Appleton, in organiz- 
ing its Chamber of Commerce in 
one day, probably established a

campaign'' committee 
has not 


ceased in its efforts and will re- 
main on the job until Saturday 
night and has now fixed a mem- 
bership of 1,000 
as its goal.

the committee, asserts that while the 
five socialists have been proven dis- 
loyal the assembly has no constitu- 
tional right to prescribe loyalty as a 
test of eligibility for its members and 
urges they be re-seated. 


Regarding 
evidence 
tending to 


show the socialist party is a revolu- 
tionary body, Evans says: 


"We cannot try and acquit or con- 


vict the socialist party." 


"The majority report recommends 


that the assembly 
vote to declare 


vacant the seats of the five men— 
August 
Claessens. Louis Waldman, 


Charles Solomon, Samuel A. Dewitt 
and Samuel Orr. 
It holds that all 


charges made against them on the 
opening day of the session have been

sustained: that the socialist 


party has been proven to advocate

Party Is Disloyal. 


The socialist p'arty is held, to be dis- 


loyal in every way. ^Emphasis is laid 


the tact that iii" 1917 after the 


United States entered the war. the so- 
cialists adopted a platform opposing 
war and allegedly engaged in a sys- 
tematic effort to further the claims of 
conscientious objectors. 


Taking 
up evidence 
tending to 


dhow that socialist members of the 
previous assembly voted against ap- 
propriations for the militia, the re- 
port declares it "is part of the plan of 
the socialist party to destroy the ex- 
isting form of government and sub- 
stitute the government of the prole- 
tariat, as fully appears by their p.rop- 
aganda." Continuing, the report says: 


"There is but one inference from.' 


the position of the socialists in rela- 
tion to military and naval appropria- 
tions and war. They would-render the 
country and 
government 
helpless 


against all enemies, so that it would 
be helpless against them, the enemies 
of established order." 


Other Opinions. 


A second dissenting 
opinion was 


filed 
by Assemblymen William A. 


Pellctt and Theodore Stitt. republi- 
cans. They hold that while the evi- 
dence disclosed that socialists, both 
as a party and as individuals, refused 
to render the government any service 
during the war. there was nothing to 
show their attitude was other than 
negative and that the suspended men 
should be re-scatcd.

They declared the legislature can- 


not prescribe membership in a polit- 
ical party as a condition for voting or 
holding office, but maintained in this 
regard that the socialist party has 
been recognized as a bonafide polit- 
ical organization for years. Both ad- 
mitted the right of the assembly to 
expel its members and that its artion, 
is final. 


The -third dissenting opinion was 


filed by Maurice BJoeh. democrat. His 
stand was similar to that of Pellett 
and Stitt regarding the evidence but 
he held Jhc assembly cannot fix loyal- 
ty as a test for membership.

ment of Dr. I. H. Wood Sunday morn- 
ing in his sermon on "At The Turn 
In The Road.". Dr. Wood basied his 
address on the incident in the Scrip- 
tures where Jesus, riding up to Jer- 
usalem on Palm Sunday, came to the 
turn in the road where he beheld the 
splendors of Jerusalem. His text was, 
"When he drew 
night, he saw the 


city and wept over it." 


The speaker said that it was ex- 


pected of a patriot that he be always 
optimistic, but insisted that intelli- 
gent patriots could not help seeing, 
at times, things that were wrong in 
the land they loved. Jeremiah should 
not be denounced for weeping, be- 
cause he was intensely patriotic. No 
more should Jesus. America is not 
dead, nor is it hopeless. 
When com- 


pared with other lands we can feel 
encouraged, but with all our patriot- 
ism we should see it as it is. 


Dr. Wood then called attention to 


the perils most manifest today, the 
reign of selfishness in every class in 
the country and the growing spirit of 
lawlessness that leads men to openly 
assort that they are going to "put 
the country on the rocks." 


In calling attention to some of the 


perils that have threatened every age 
and that have destroyed more than 
one nation the speaker first of all 
called 
attention 
to 
great riches. 
" Wealtliaccumulatesand men decay." 
Compared with the nations around 
us, with their depreciated currency, 
America is fabulously rich, and it 
might be said. "How 
hardly— or 


with what difficulty—shall nations 
that have riches enter into the King- 
dom of God.'" Intemperance repeated- 
ly results 
from 
great riches, and 


America's intemperance is manifest 
today in her extravagance. 
There is 


a wild riot of spending going on that 
has 
compelled most 
conservative 


economists to declare that unless we 
stop it will mean national bankrupt- 
cy; and yet there, is no sign of a de- 
sire on the part of the people to let 
up on their spending. 


Another 
demoralizing 
influence 


pointed 
out was the lack of 
lofty 


standards in 
popular amusement. 


Nine plays out of ten in our theaters 
are cheap musical comedies. The fact 
"there was not one serious thought 
in it" seems to assure a play a pack- 
ed house, and the masses prefer "sex 
problem" movies to exhibitions of 
fine art. 
The indifference of multi- 


tudes to the higher things of life, the 
speaker declared, is also threaten- 
ing the life of the nation. 
The fact 
that week-end parties, "joy-rides." 
and Sunday theaters and picnics ap- 
peal' to more people than the church 
and other elevating institutions does 
not brand this as a Chfistian nation, 
although we have many Christian 
people in the nation. 
Growing out 


of all this, said Dr. Wood, is an ap- 
palling moral laxity, that makes one 
hardly dare, in the typical' commun- 
ity, to inquire into the social condi- 
tions prevailing wiih multitudes -of 
young 
people. 
The speaker 
then 


quoted instances that had conic to his 
knowledge of frightful 
conditions 


among young folks of high school 
age. 


In conclusion Dr. Wood called at- 


tention^ to the fact that, had Jerusa- 
lem accepted Christ, the city wouk 
not 
have 
perished and said that 


America need have no fear if she wil 
return to the ideals of^Je.sus. He ap 
pealed for the pushing/of Home Mis- 
sions and of the Inter-Church Worl(i 
Movement and for the honqring of 
Christ as the head of every American 
home.

PEACE WITH GERMANY 


Members of Congress who killed Ihe 


peace treaty are working lo end the slate 
of war in which they have left America 
by passing a resolution nullifying the 
original declaration of war. -The resolu- 
tion will require the president's signature 
before it can become operative, unless 
Congress passes it over his vclo by a Iwo- 
Ihirds majority. 


Should Congress lake that action, the 


president may declare the resolution to 
be unconstitutional. There is possible 
ground for believing that under the con- 
stitution the only way a war can ollicial- 
ly be ended is by a treaty of peace. The 
matter is withoul precedent. Therefore 
Ihe president may consider it his duty lo 
insist upon a decision by the Supreme 
Court. So much is at stake that even if 
the president believes a nullifying reso- 
lution to be constitutional in this cast- 
he might well await a verdict by the ulti- 
mate authority. 


That procedure, even though dictated 


by a proper caution, would delay the es- 
lablishmenl of peace conditions beyond 
all reason, if there were no way out. 


But a way out is possible. Ameiica's 


relations with Germany arc now gov- 
erned by the terms of the armistice. 
Those terms can be modified at the dis- 
cretion of the commander-in-chicf of the 
American army, who is also the presi- 
dent- of the United Stales. If all other 
means fail, this may become the method 
whereby Ihe American people can be 
saved from some of the discredit of their 
stubborn rcprcsentalives. 


By exerting his prerogative as sole ne- 


gotiator of an armistice, the presidenl 
should be able lo place the United Stales, 
at least temporarily, in as favorable a po- 
sition toward Germany as those countries 
that have negotiated peace with her and- 
arc already looking for trading rights. 


Thereafter 
Congress, the Supreme 


Courl and the president can lake what 
lime they will 16 determine whether any 
substitute for a treaty of peace exists in 
the constitution: 


POINTS TO ITALIAN-VATICAN PEACE 
Rome.—A small pamphlet, issued by one of 


the most prominent Catholic publishing 
firms, 


signed by "Constantinus." but whose author Is 
admitted to be no other than Cardinal Gasparri 
himself, has just reminded the Italian 
nation 


that, important as the Adriatic and other ques- 
tions are. that of the peace with the Holy See is 
still of the greatest interest'for the Italian peo- 
ple. 


The fact that up to date the State Chancery 


of the Vatican has failed to disavow the contents 
of the book or deny any connection with 
its 


publication, is regarded in the political circles 
of the capital, as extremely significant, and such 
as to justify the most sanguine expectation for an 
ultimate satisfactory settlement of the Roman 
question. 


The chief and most important feature of the 


'pamphlet is a tentative draft of a peace treaty 
between the Holy Seo and the Kingdom of Italy, 
which reveals the fine hand of the consummate 
diplomatist. In fact the anonymous writer says 
that the chief obstacle in the way for a speedy 
conclusion of the peace is only the opening of 
the negotiations. 
Once begun.'the formulas for 


the Ablution of the most thorny problems would 
easily be found. 


First, of all. what once was the most unsur- 


'•mountable of obstacles, the restoration of the 
'{•mporal power of tho Pope, has been fjuielly 
•removed. 
The Vatican, in fact, renounces its 


territorial aspirations over ;lie provinces 
that 


onre formed the so-called Pontifical States. The 
writer says that what the Holy See now wishes, 
is only a "theoretical" recognition of its sov- 
ereignty over a fraction of territory sufficient to 
insure the political and religious independence 
of the Papacy. Hence, even the complete pos- 
session of the Vatican palaces and gardens, of 
which the Pope, under the Guarantee law. 5s on-, 
ly a tenant by the permission of 
the 
Italian 


State, would be more than sufficient and fully 
acceptable to Jhe Pontiff.
